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Advisory Action 

The request for reconsideration filed September 21 , 2005 has been fully 
considered but is not persuasive. 

Applicant notes the application is not a National Stage application; rather it is a 
continuation of a PCT application. The examiner concurs that the application was 
erroneously referred to as a National Stage application on the Office Action Summary 
mailed 3/23/2005. The examiner acknowledges the certified copy of the priority 
document has been received in the application. 

Applicant argues Schuhmann does not disclose or render obvious the claimed 
film because said reference fails to teach the claimed non-transfer anti-static agent. 
The examiner concurs, but notes Ueda (not Schuhmann) was relied upon to 
teach/render obvious the claimed non-transfer anti-static agent. According to Applicant, 
Schuhmann also does not disclose suggest the embodiment of the present invention in 
which the anti-static agent is incorporated only in an intermediate layer. The examiner 
concurs but notes Beck (not Schuhmann) was relied upon to teach/render obvious the 
use of the anti-static agent in only the intermediate layer. In response to applicant's 
arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by 
attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of 
references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & 
Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Applicant further argues the resin composition of Ueda is employed to make 
injection-molded articles, which is entirely different from the sealable, transparent, 
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biaxially oriented polypropylene film of Schuhmann. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Ueda teaches an antistatic agent useful for imparting anti-static properties to 
thermoplastic resins (see page 1, lines 1+). The teachings of Ueda are in no way 
limited to molded compositions. 

With respect to Beck, Applicant argues there are significant difference between 
the receiver sheet for dye diffusion thermal transfer printing of Beck and the multilayer 
thermoplastic resin film of the present invention. The examiner concedes there are 
structural differences between the films of Beck and the films of Schuhmann. However, 
, the examiner maintains the position said teachings are analogous because the 
teachings are reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the inventor was 
concerned: the deterioration of surface properties of a film as a result of using antistatic 
agents in a surface layer. Thus, the examiner maintains the combination of 
Schuhmann, Ueda, and Beck renders obvious the claimed invention.
